This  was  his  first  fire— a big  one— and  he  was  late. 
The  Langford  chief  passed  by.  looking  flushed  and 
worried. 

“Can  I hinder  you  in  any  way?"  the  new  fireman 
asked  with  a great  show  of  nonchalance 

“You  can  spell  off  Robin  on  the  roof  if  you  like." 

the* chief  said. 

So  the  new  fireman  climbed  the  ladder  that  was 
propped  against  a house  near  the  burning  mill.  Two 
or  three  men  were  up  there  They  had  chopped  holes 
In  the  roof  to  check  the  spread  of  fire  which  had  gripped 
the  north  side  of  the  house  and  tamed  a good  chunk 
♦of  It  away.  But  the  fire  in  the  house  was  pretty  well 
out  now.  except  for  one  or  two  smouldering  .spots. 

Stout  Robin  was  drenching  the  roof  with  a fog 
gun,  which  he  passed  over  to  the  new  fireman.  The 
latter  straddled  the  peak  of  the  roof,  pressed  the  trigger 
and  hosed  away  merrily,  feeling  that  he  was  up  to 
something  useful  at  Jast.

The  blazing  mill  radiated  an  intense  heat,  which 
hurt  the  exposed  face  ami  arms.  Through  the  hole  in 
the  roof  of  the  house  someone  passed  the  new  fireman 
a rubber  coat  and  a hat  several  sizes  too  iarge  for  him. 

The'new  fireman  enjoyed  himself  dousing  the  roof 
and  picking  off  sparks  which  were  igniting  the  trees.

The  new  fireman  filled  his 
small  tank  from  that,  fr/ldie  from  the  office,  a neighbor, 
arrived,  and  took  the  stirrup  pump  nozzle  in  pursuit  of 
fire  which  was  burning  in  some  parts  of  the  small  house. 
The  rookie  pumped  until  his  arm  ached. 

AU  about  were  the  pathetic  remains  of  common 
household  thing.*— a bedstead,  a new  stove  which  the 
l»dy  had  bought  a few  days  before. 

Then  the  new  fireman  picked  his  way  over  the 
rubble  and  seized  a chance  to  relieve  at  the  nozzle  of 
one  of  the  hoses  that  sent  jets  arching  into  the  inferno 
of  the  mill. 

Flames  sank  to  sizzling  embers,  and  embera  gave 
off  cloud*  of  smoke  as  the  fire  retreated.  People  talked 
in  the  friendly,  excited  way  that  they  have  in  these 
emergencies  that  stir  the  feelings. 

The  new  fireman  waa  glad  he  had  joined.  But  at 
the  cost  of  $300,000,  it  was  expensive  sport  for  someone.

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Price  Moves  Product 


W property  on  its  hand*  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria should  not  become  choosy  or  too  hope- 
ful about  looking  for  a sale.  When  it  U 
beyond  argument  that  the  grain  elevator 
and  Prince  Robert  House  are  troth  heller 
off  in  private  hands,  with  thfcir  taxes  re- 
stored lo  the  community,  the  issue  appears 
to  come  down  to  the  best  prices  that  aiv 
obtainable  consistent  with  reasonable  u.se 
and  occupancy.  Three  months  from  now 
there  may  be,  and  many  individuals  believe 
will  be,  a very  different  scale  of  values  on 
assets  of  this  nature.  If  the  City  has  valid 
offers  in  hand  which  it  believes  are  too  low, 
let  it  call  immediately  and  publicly  for  better 
bids:  but  it  would  pay  no  one  to  ari  solely 
on  the  principle  of  distant  field*  lieing 
greener.  Sometimes  they  are  not. 

The  chief  problem  facing  the  city  both 
at  Prince  Robert  House  and  at  Ogden  Point 
is  the  question  of  price.  At  what  price  will 
these  separate  city  properties  sell?  It  i* 
right  there,  apparently,  that  the  difficulty 
seems  to  come  in.  When  the  City  doe*  get 
an  answer  to  its  inquiries  it  is  hesitant  to 
act  upon  it.  Well,  the  best  lest  of  current 
value  is  current  offer.  There  is  indeed  no 
other.  There  is  a price  at  which  anything 


of  a tangible  nature  will  sell,  now.  In  no 
far  as  Prince  Robert  House  is  concerned, 
the  passage  of  year  merely  seem*  to  have 
reduced  the  size  of  the  offerings — $41,000 
today  compared  with  $45,000  last  year.  The 
City  might  wait  longer  and  fair  worse.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  the  Mayor  knows  of  a 
better  offer  now  is  certainly  the  time  to 
produce  it. 

The  grain  elevator  i*  in  a special  cate- 
gory. Inquiry  at  Vancouver  and  Prime 
Rupert  would  indicate*  to  the  corporation 
very  readily  indeed  that  grain  depends  upon 
shipping,  and  shipping  upon  markets. 
Markets  there  may  well  be  for  all  of  our 
Canadian  grain,  but  shipping  is  at  a pre- 
mium on  the  West  Coast  of  this  continent. 
Charter  rates  are  severely  fluctuating, 
sometimes  In  the  doldrums  but  more  often 
prohibitively  high.  No  one  is  likely  to  buy 
a grain  elevator  for  the  mere  pleasure  of 
keeping  it  idle  and  empty.  Its  appeal  might 
be  considered  aesthetic  hut  it  is  not  that 
great.  So  far  only  the  Portland  firm  has 
shown  thp  slightest  interest  in  the  Ogden 
Point  elevator.  On  all  counts,  the  city 
council  should  endeavor  to  act  on  these 
propei ties  without  much  more  delay.  The 
taxpayers  have  lost  enough  now  on  both  of 
them. 


Too  Many  Sawmill  Fires 

OWNERS  of  the  sawmill  at  I^tngford  also  should  be  rated  as  an  e> 
which  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  Thurs-  every  sawmill. 


OwNERJs  of  the  sawmill  at  I-angford 
which  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  Thurs- 
day night  apparently  suffered  heavy  financial 
loss,  and  sympathy  will  be  felt  for  them  on 
that  account.  Sympathy  notwithstanding, 
however,  the  time  may  come  when  provincial 
and  municipal  authorities  will  have  to  exer- 
cise stricter  regulations  as  to  the  location 
and  type  of  construct ion  of  buildings  of  that 
nature.  The  Ijingford  fire  wiped  mil  an 
Industry  and  the  jobs  of  Its  employees,  but 
It  did  more;  It  caused  extensive  damage  to 
adjacent  buildings,  some  of  which  were  saved 
from  total  destructidh  qnly  through  the 
good  work  of  firemen  and  neighbors. 

No  one  wants  lo  hamstring  an  industry 
with  unnecessary  restrictions,  but  where  an 
Industry  creates  acute  fire  hazard,  qpar-by 
properl v-owners  should  have  all  the  pro- 
tection H Is  possible  to  give.  This  could  tie 
done  by  requiring  mills  erected  in  future  to 
be  located  at  a safe  distance  from  other 
buildings,  and  by  insisting  on  fireproof  con- 
struction through  the  u«e  of  non-flammable 
materials.  An  automatic  sprinkler  system 


also  should  be  rated  as  an  essential  item  for 
every  sawmill. 

In  this  region  many  if  not  most  of  the 
sawmills,  big  and  small,  are  wooden  frame 
structures  which  quickly  become  tinder-dry, 
with  accumulation*  of  highly  combustible 
dust,  refuse  and  pitch.  Usually  they  are  of 
tunnel-like  design  with  numerous  openings, 
all  helping  to  fan  the  fierce  drafts  which  fire 
generates.  Once  flames  gain  a hold  on  an 
unprotected  sawmill  it  Is  seldom  that  any- 
thing of  the  building  can  he  saved.  Unfor- 
tunately other  properly  not  connected  with 
the  mill  Itself  often  goes  up  in  smoke  at  the 
same  time.  * 

For  owners  to  accept  this  risk  as  one  of 
the  hazards  of  their  type  of  industry  be  one 
thing,  but,  it  is  something  else  to  subject 
adjacent  property-owners  to  danger  Other 
industries  handling  explosives,  oil  and  olheV 
highly  flammable  materials  are  rigidly  re- 
stricted as  to  location  and  fireproofing,  and 
it  *eems  not  unreasonable  to  suggest  that  an 
operation  so  dangeroiw  as  sawmilllng  should 
be  placed  under  cloeer  regulation.  In  this 
case  the  mill  was  built  before  other  xeltle- 
rnent,  but  that  is  not  always  so.

In  the  same 
spirit,  British  Columbians  will  l>e  ready  to 
extend  a right  hearty  welcome  to  the  prime 
minister,  and  to  do  what  they  may  to  make 
his  brief  visit  both  pleasant  and  memorable. 
The  time  nf  the  year  bespeaks  the  prob- 
ability of  good  weather. 


There  are  not  many  people  who  have 
made  the  journey  across  Canada  from  coast 
lo  coast,  po  matter  how  often  previously, 
who  can  remain  unimpressed  with  the  extent
